Army and vay Will Play Foot Bal!
Contest Every Year at the
Polo Grounds.

PHILADELPHIA & LOSES OUT

NEW YORK., Dec. 11l—Unless there is

& change of sentiment at Annapolls, the
Navy la expected to reach an mgreement
to play the annual foot ball game with
the Army at the polo grounds perma-
nently. The West Point academy always
has favored New York and Is bound by
contract to meet the midshipmen here
again in 1917. The Nava| academy, on
the other hand, reserved the right, two
years ago, to pelect the battleground for
alternate games, but it was learned last
Baturday that the mlddies, after the suc-
ceanful manner in which the big contest
In the Brush Stadlum was handled by
the New Jork BHase Ball club, did not
favor a return to Franklin Meld, Phila-
delphia, In 1016,

The termas offered by the New York
€lub, which governed the last game, con-
vinced the Navy that New York should
have the call In future. The New York
club divided 000 fres tickets equally
botween the ncademiles and also guar-
anteed $2,00 In oash, to be similarly cut
up between the athletio associations. The
academies, however, recelved thae right
to purchase 85,00 additional tickets nat §1
tach, the New York clubte gpuarantec to
be wiped out In this manner if all the
ticketa were sold. If the academies dld
not buy any ticketa the ball club had the
right to sel] as many as possible to cover
the guarantee and also to meol exXpenses,
which inciuded the bullding of temporary
stands, the cost of printing, transporta-
tion, police, ushers, advertising, clerk
hire and postage.

NEW YORK, Dweec, 11.—Cotton prices
sustained a violent drop this morning and
st one time showed a net loss of 38 to 42
points, or practically $2 a bale, under the
previous night. Selling orders began
pouring In from the south, indicating de-
cided weaknesa In the New Orleans mar-
ket and fallure to absorb these heavy of-
ferings caused prices to fall away sharply.
